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Takeaway 
boss jailed 
over mice 
in kitchen 

THE owner of a mouse-in¬ 
fested West Bromwich Chi¬ 
nese takeaway has been 
jailed for six months fol¬ 
lowing an investigation by 
Sand well Council. 

Vu Van Lu was jailed 
after environmental health 
officers found mice in the 
kitchen of Yummy House 
in Greets Green Road - the 
third time poor food hy¬ 
giene was discovered at the 
premises. A mouse scurried 
across the floor in front 
of shocked environmental 
health officers who also 
found droppings, when they 
visited on a routine food 
hygiene inspection in De¬ 
cember 2012. Six mice were 
caught in the kitchen by a 
pest control company. 

Van Lu had previously 
been taken to court for poor 
hygiene at the takeaway in 
2009 resulting in a 30 week 
prison sentence, suspended 
for two years. 

Sandwell Council’s Envi¬ 
ronmental Health Manager 
Richard Norton said: “The 
standards in the kitchen at 
Yummy House were totally 
unacceptable and Mr Van 
Lu knew this.” 

Van Lu pleaded guilty to 
three charges relating to the 
condition of the takeaway. 

Recorder Millington QC, 
sitting at Wolverhampton 
Crown Court, also ordered 
him to pay £2,500 within 12 
months.

Fresh way is to close at the 
end of next month. 

The new unit will pro¬ 
duce barbecue, slow cooked 
and pulled meat products to 
meet growing demand for 
‘street’ food and American 
dishes. 

Chief Executive Chris 
Thomas said: “It is always 
good news when you are 
able to create additional 
jobs and the opening of this 
new facility in Wednesbury 
really serves to underline 
Tulip’s commitment to in¬ 
vesting in growth areas.”

Tulip announced in 
March that 208 jobs were 
being axed at its Wolver¬ 
hampton site after it failed 
to win a new contract to 
keep supplying sandwiches 
to The Foodservice Centre. 

Mr Thomas said: “The 
emergence of ‘street food’ 
and the influence of Ameri¬ 
can cuisine such as shredded 
and pulled meats have been 
really big news over the 
past 12 months and Tulip 
has been leading the way in 
bringing this type of product 
to a wider market. .

ucts to market.” 

The group said it would 
be economically unsustaina¬ 
ble to keep the Wolverhamp¬ 
ton site running. 

It had been a family busi¬ 
ness for nearly 65 years, 
when it was taken over by 
Parkam Foods in 2009 after 
it went into administration. 
Parkam, and Freshway, 
were then bought by Tulip 
in 2011. 

It has installed new 
preparation equipment and 
large scale smoking ovens at 
the new site. Tulip said that 
the number employed at the 
Wednesbury factory is ex¬ 
pected to increase further as 
volume of sales grows. 

The group is also contin¬ 
uing to see a rise in demand 
for its more traditional fresh 
pork products such as joints, 
chops and mince, having se¬ 
cured additional orders from 
customers at its nearby pro¬ 
duction facility at George 
Henry Road, Tipton, where 
it employs around 800 peo¬ 
ple 

Tulip has 18 fresh and 
cooked meat sites across 
the UK, employing more 
than 8,000. It is owned by 
the Danish Crown group, 
which is the largest pork 
producer in Europe and the 
biggest exporter of pork in 
the world.

Thousands of King Astle 
number nine posters are 
going to be handed out to 
fans turning up to Sun¬ 
day’s match against Stoke 
at the Hawthorns. The club 
is allowing organisers to 
hand them out outside the 
ground, but not inside the 
turnstilesFans wanted them 
to be a mark of respect to 
the forward, who died from 
brain damage aged 59. 

The news has angered 
Mr Astle’s daughter Claire, 
aged 35, who feels the club 
could have shown more sup¬ 
port. On Twitter, she wrote: 
“Absolutely disgusted with 
@WBAFCofficial for not 
allowing fans entry into 
East & SME areas to hand 
out the ‘Jeff Astle 9’ cards. 
Quick to make money off my 
dad’s memory in the club 
shop but not so quick to sup¬ 
port something that doesn’t 
make them any profit.” 

West Bromwich Albion’s 
chief executive Mark Jen¬ 
kins said: “With Sunday’s 
match being the final game 
of the season, and a sell-out 
crowd expected, enabling 
supporters to access and 
exit the stadium as quickly 
as possible has to be of para¬ 
mount importance.

£57m is 
set aside 
to warm 
up homes 

AROUND £57 million will 
be spent by Sandwell Coun¬ 
cil on home improvements 
over the next decade so fam¬ 
ilies do not have to choose 
‘between heating and eat¬ 
ing’. 

The money has been set 
aside under the authority’s 
ambitions to provide ‘af¬ 
fordable warmth’ for fami¬ 
lies. 

Plans could include re¬ 
placement of electric stor¬ 
age heaters with gas central 
heating, installing double 
glazing in council homes, 
one-off boiler replacements 
and external wall insulation. 

A report into the effi¬ 
ciency of providing energy 
from photovoltaic cells - ad¬ 
vanced solar panels - is also 
under consideration. 

Phil Deery, asset man¬ 
ager of homes and commu¬ 
nities department, stated 
in a report to be considered 
by a tenant review panel 
this week that nationally 
there were regular reports 
of families having to make 
the choice between heating 
and eating. 

Figures in December re¬ 
vealed one in three house¬ 
holds in the borough was 
living in fuel poverty, which 
is worse than other parts of 
the country. 

While it is still not cer¬ 
tain what money will be 
available, the authority has 
decided to fast track im¬ 
provements.

The issue was discussed in Parlia¬ 
ment after the death of 19-year-old 
Sophie Jones, from Eastham, under 
similar circumstances. 

It followed an e-petition set up in 
Sophie’s memory. MPs have agreed 


to discuss the issue further. Marie, 
who is also a supporter of that cam¬ 
paign, said it had been a ‘step in the 
right direction’. 

And her own campaign, called 
Fight for Jessica, is also gathering 
support with the retail worker set to 
hold meetings with MPs, including 
Warley MP John Spellar. 

“Jessica was very bubbly and lit 
up the while room just while being 
there,” she said.

Arrests in 
rogue trade 
crackdown 

TWO men were arrested 
and had their van seized in 
a crackdown on rogue trad¬ 
ers operating in Halesowen, 
which saw more than 50 ve¬ 
hicles stopped.

shut last year.

The council has said if the 
property was to be retained 
for leasing purposes, repair 
work may need to be carried 
out on the building. Bosses 
said the site had not yet 
been actively marketed. 

The report, written by 
directors including regener¬ 
ation boss Nick Bubalo says: 
“The site does however offer 
an attractive redevelopment 
opportunity,, and sits on 
a main arterial route into 
West Bromwich town cen¬ 
tre. The freehold disposal 
would generate a capital 
receipt, provide a solution 
for an under-utilised asset 
and bring forward redevel¬ 
opment within the locality.”

MORE than 150 people are objecting to 
plans to create a new industrial development 
on the site of a former school and council 
training centre in Oldbury. 

People have been writing to council chiefs to voice 
their concerns about the proposals and have also 
launched a petition against Sandwell Council’s out¬ 


line proposals to revamp 
Development Centre. 

Objectors to the Popes 
Lane scheme, some of 
whom are living in nearby 
Birmingham Road, say they 
are already surrounded by 
industrial parks on three 
sides of their homes, and the 
fourth side is a carriageway.

IT WAS here in 1982 that a little-known film director, 
Bill Forsyth, brought together a small team of actors 
and one global superstar, Burt Lancaster, to make a 
movie which made the whole world smile. On paper, 
Local Hero is simply a story of a Texas oil company try¬ 
ing to turn a little Scottish bay into the petro-chemical 
capital of Europe, without bargaining on some canny 
locals and one stubborn old hermit (Fulton Mackay) 
who claims he owns the beach. But it actually goes 
much deeper. Local Hero is a film about values, weigh¬ 
ing the world-conquering dollar against the simple 
pleasures of a quiet life.

THE young oil executives sent to clinch the deal, McIn¬ 
tyre (Peter Riegert) and Oldsen (Peter Capaldi), quickly go 
native. First their ties disappear, then the smart jackets. 
Gathering seashells, McIntyre leaves his prized wristwatch 
by a rock pool. As the tide rises you hear the alarm call, 
the tune of The Yellow Rose of Texas (“conference time in 
Flouston”) fading under the waves.

FORSYTH set the fictional village of Furness in the re¬ 
al-life fishing village of Pennan, near Fraserburgh on 
the bleak north-east coast of Scotland. Ever since we 
saw the film more than 30 years ago, we promised that 
one day we would make the long trek to Pennan and 
stay at the little hotel where McIntyre, slipping into lo¬ 
cal ways, orders a 42-year-old whisky and, when he’s 
told it’s not available says: “Well give me four eight- 
year olds and a ten-year old.”

LOCAL Hero became part of my 40-year love affair with 
Scotland, an affair which has taken me from the white 
beaches of Benbecula to salmon fishing in Thurso, from 
malt-whisky tasting in Leith to the wild moors of Corrour, 
to the romance of the West Highland Line and the endless 
fascination of sailing on Loch Lomond. As the referen¬ 
dum on independence draws closer, It occurs to me that 
I have never regarded Scotland as anything other than a 
separate country, a place apart in culture, language, bank¬ 
notes, food and attitudes. The thing that strikes me time 
after time, and which seems so odd to us English, is the 
kinship between Scots. It’s not that they all love each oth¬ 
er but there is a quiet conviction, no matter where they 
meet, that to be Scottish is to belong to a very exclusive 
club. It is a kinship which transcends wealth and class, 
religion, politics, clan and even the old Highland-Lowland 
divide. It is based largely on the shared and bonding expe¬ 
rience of living next door to the English. Which raises the 
question of what happens if and when the Scots vote for 
independence. What becomes of that kinship when you 
remove the unifying factor, the common enemy, the fright¬ 
ful Sassenach? Does Scotland become one proud nation? 
Or might it simply become ungovernable?

AND finally in Furness, there’s the immortal red tele¬ 
phone box. In the days before mobiles, the phone box 
was the only link between Mr Happer the oil magnate 
in Houston and his man McIntyre in Furness. It’s still 
there, on the seafront by the hotel, and is reputed to be 
the most telephoned, and possibly the most famous, 
phone box in the world. If you’ve seen the unbearably 
poignant ending of Local Hero, as McIntyre tries to ring 
Furness from his flat in Houston, you’ll know why.

Majority of budget set for conference 


BIRMINGHAM City Council has 
spent nearly all of its major event 
budget on hosting a Conservative 
party conference, it has emerged. 

City chiefs agreed to splash 95 per 
cent of the authority’s event budget 
to hold the Conservative party con¬ 
ference later this year. The author¬ 
ity will spend a total of £1.48 million 
of taxpayers’ cash for the event be- 
twee n September 29 until October 


1, which will be spent on hiring out 
the International Convention Cen¬ 
tre, as well as security, transport 
and traffic costs. 

This means Europe’s largest local 
authority with be left with just 
£67,000 to use on other events. La¬ 
bour MPs in the city claim the deal 
- made while the city was still con¬ 
trolled by the Conservatives - has 
left the council’s budget hamstrung. 


The council is looking to make 
£85.7m of cuts in 2014-15 as they 
try to save £822m by 2018. 

Labour MP Gisela Stuart, 
who represents Edgbaston, said: 
“Whether this was a Labour Party 
conference or a Conservative Party 
conference it wouldn’t be right. For 
an outgoing Conservative leader to 
sign off on such an expensive party 
conference makes it doubly bad.” 


However, investment body Mar¬ 
keting Birmingham claimed the 
conference could generate up to £20 
million for the region’s economy. 

A West Midlands Conservative 
Party spokesman added: “Figures 
show previous party conferences 
held in the city have brought a 
multi-million pound boost to Bir¬ 
mingham including by £20 million 
in 2008.” 


Bag searches urged 
in wake of stabbing 


MORE airport-style security and bag search¬ 
es should be introduced in West Midlands 
schools to prevent weapons being carried in, 
governors said today. 

Spanish teacher Ann Maguire, aged 61, was due to 
retire in September and had been working only four 
days a week before she was fatally injured recently 
at Corpus Christi Catholic College in Leeds. 


A 15-year-old boy was ar¬ 
rested and West Yorkshire 
Police have confirmed that 
Mrs Maguire died from mul¬ 
tiple stab wounds. 

School governors in the 
West Midlands said that this 
case showed the pressing 
need for increased security 
to prevent anything similar 
happening in the area. 

It comes after it was re¬ 
vealed earlier this month 
that 12 children have been 
excluded from schools in 
Wolverhampton for going 
in with weapons. Seven of 
the cases involved knives. 
The city’s council was the 
only authority in the Black 
Country to hold such figures 
for the past two academic 
years. 

If airport-style security 
were to be introduced in 
schools, it would not be the 
first time in this area. Hand¬ 
held metal detectors were 
employed at Phoenix Col¬ 
legiate Business, Sport and 
Enterprise College, which is 
based on two sites in West 
Bromwich and Wednesbury, 
when two pupils were ex¬ 
cluded for being in posses¬ 
sion of a knife in 2012.

Richard Marshall, a for¬ 
mer governor of eight years 
at Perryfields High School, 
Oldbury, was on the board 
of governors when a school¬ 
wide policy of immediate ex¬ 
pulsion was adopted after a 
boy was reported as showing 
off a knife to friends at the 
Oldacre Road school around 
two years ago. 

Mr Marshall, who was 
also parent governor rep¬ 
resentative for secondary 
schools in Sandwell for five 
years, added: “Children 
have got to feel confident 
teachers can deal with these 
issues if they report them. 

“I believe teachers can 
conduct bag searches under 
their current powers and in 
schools where teachers fear 
this is a genuine issue, they 
could do that. 

“It’s awful to hear what’s 
happened in Leeds. If I was 
still a governor at Perry- 
fields I would be asking that 
the school reiterated its pol¬ 
icy to parents on expulsion 
for anyone that brought a 
knife into school in light of 
these recent events.” 


Mortgage checks fear 

TOUGHER mortgage checks which have come into effect 
have been criticised as being badly timed and could jeop¬ 
ardise the housing market recovery in the West Midlands, 
according to property law experts. 

As part of the fallout of the Mortgage Market Review, 
the Financial Conduct Authority is introducing new reg¬ 
ulations which will include tighter affordability checks for 
borrowers. Most lenders are ready for the changes and in 
many cases they have already been phased in. Customers 
applying for mortgages will have to provide more evidence 
of their income and divulge details of their expenditure.

WEST Bromwich Albion hero Clive Clark 
has died at the age of 73. 

The left winger was a loyal servant to 
the club, making 351 starts, two substitute 
appearances, and scoring 98 goals during 
eight years at The Hawthorns. He became 
Albion’s record signing at the start of 1961 
when manager Gordon Clark snapped him 
up from Queens Park Rangers for £20,000. 

His greatest moments in a Baggies shirt 
came between 1966 and 1968. He scored 
and was instrumental in the 1966 League 
Cup Final victory over two legs against 
West Ham. The following season he topped 
the Albion scoring chart with an incredible 
29 goals. And in 1968 he netted three times 
in the club’s run to lifting the FA Cup at 


Wembley. The club said its thoughts were 
with Clive’s family and friends while a trib¬ 
ute to his career will be held at the final 
home game of the season against Stoke. 
The FA Cup-winning winger passed away 
at a nursing home in Scarborough following 
a long illness. 

Albion legend Tony Brown led the trib¬ 
utes to the ‘priceless’ Hawthorns hero. He 
today hailed the talents of Clark, who was 
known to team-mates as ‘Chippy’. 

Brown, Baggies’ record appearance 
maker and record goalscorer, said: “I was 
so sad when I heard the news. He was such 
a great lad and a really terrific player. I was 
lucky enough to play with him for a few 
years, including that FA Cup win in 1968.”” 


Medical 
service to 
carry on 
at centre 

A NEW medical centre 
which opened to help re¬ 
lieve pressure on hospital 
services over the winter pe¬ 
riod has had its pilot period 
extended. 

The GP-led patient refer¬ 
ral centre at Rowley Regis 
Hospital in Sandwell will 
remain open until May 30 so 
that health chiefs can have 
longer to see how well the 
service is being used. 

The centre is being run by 
Sandwell and West Birming¬ 
ham Hospitals NHS Trust 
with the aim of relieving 
pressure from Russells Hall 
and Sandwell General Acci¬ 
dent and Emergency wards. 

The trial was paid for out 
of a £400 million govern¬ 
ment funding pot to help the 
NHS cope with increased 
strain on its services during 
the winter period.” 

Since January the centre 
has offered a range of ser¬ 
vices including monitoring 
and treating patients, refer¬ 
ring patients for diagnostic 
tests, agreeing patient man¬ 
agement plans and admit¬ 
ting patients to hospital. 

Dr Nick Harding, chair of 
Sandwell and West Birming¬ 
ham CCG and a practising 
GP, said: “Patients some¬ 
times need further observa¬ 
tion but would prefer not to 
be admitted to hospital, and 
they can now access contin¬ 
ued clinical support.” 

Sites for ice 
rink dropped 

EIGHT alternative sites 
ruled out for a planned ice 
rink at the heart of West 
Bromwich town centre have 
been revealed, and include 
sites such as the former 
BMG warehouse in Lyng 
Lane, which was not in the 
council’s ownership. 

National ice rink firm, 
Planet Ice Property Lei¬ 
sure, which runs The Lei- 
surebox in Birmingham, is 
in talks with the council to 
run the enterprise and say 
the Queens Square car park 
occupies the best spot. 

Council chiefs now plan to 
sell off the car park, paving 
the way for the scheme.

CHANGES have been made 
to the dates of Warley MP 
John Spellar’s advice bu¬ 
reau. He will meet constitu¬ 
ents on June 13 at Commu¬ 
nity Hall, Barlow Homes, 
Pound Road, Oldbury, not 
June 6.

Wife of drug baron kicked out of nursing

Struck off - Luan Anslow 


THE wife of Black Country drugs 
lord John Anslow has been struck 
off the nursing register - after laun¬ 
dering cash for her fugitive hus¬ 
band. 

Luan Anslow stashed some of the 
proceeds from her husband John’s 
drug dealing operation in her bank 
account, a hearing was told. 

The nurse previously worked in 
the emergency department at Rus- 
sells Hall Hospital in Dudley and 
spent £28,000 on cars. 

John Anslow became Britain’s 


most wanted man when he escaped 
from a prison van in January 2012 
and fled to northern Cyprus. 

The 33-year-old, from Tipton, is 
currently serving a combined 29- 
year sentence - 22 years for conspir¬ 
acy to supply cocaine and cannabis 
and seven years and two months for 
his violent prison escape. 

His wife was convicted of trans¬ 
ferring and concealing criminal 
property last May at Wolv-erhamp- 
ton Crown Court and sentenced to 
18 months’ jail suspended for two 


years. She was also ordered to carry 
out 220 hours of unpaid work and 
to pay £27,999 or risk a year in jail. 

A hearing of the Nursing and 
Midwifery Council in London, 
which Anslow did not attend, saw 
the former nurse kicked out of the 
profession due to her criminal past. 

The allegation was that her 
fitness to practice was impaired 
because of her conviction. Her rep¬ 
resentative Alexander Dos Santos 
said she regretted the actions which 
led to her conviction. But panel 


chairman Lucinda Barnett said: 
“Mrs Anslow had involved herself, 
and benefited from, an illegal en¬ 
terprise relating to money obtained 
by drug trafficking. She had clearly 
disregarded the law and therefore 
breached her responsibilities as a 
registered nurse.” 

The hearing was told that the 
money was used to buy cars. It was 
ordered that Anslow’s name be re¬ 
moved from the nursing register 
and she will not be able to apply for 
restoration for five years.

CALLS are being made for a pedes¬ 
trian crossing to be installed after a 
three-year-old girl was knocked over 
and broke her leg. 

Luke Nuttall launched a petition for 
a traffic-light crossing the day after 
his daughter Elouise was run over 
by a driver on Vicarage Road in West 
Bromwich. The 28-year-old’s petition, 
started in April, now has just under 
100 signatories, and he has also writ¬ 
ten to Sandwell Council. 

He wants to see the crossing in¬ 
stalled near to The Rampa pub, as he 
believes it would be used by children 
attending the nearby St Mary Magda¬ 


lene primary school and Happy Valley 
Nursery in Gayton Road. 

The insurance salesman said: “My 
girlfriend was going to Sandwell Val¬ 
ley Park with Elouise, my son and 
my other daughter. A driver pulled 
up. They started crossing the road, 
and at the point they got half way 
across the driver had pulled off, clat¬ 
tered Elouise, and drove another 100 
yards up the road before stopping. My 
girlfriend is now scared to leave the 
house.” 

Elouise broke her fibular and was 
left in a cast, although she has now 
returned to nursery. Mr Nuttall said 


the driver was interviewed by police 
but no action was taken. 

Although there is a pedestrian 
crossing around 200 yards down the 
road, he feels the school and other 
pedestrians would be better served 
by another near to where the accident 
happened. He said: “The amount of 
accidents that have happened there is 
ridiculous, a child is going to die.” 

Councillor Maria Crompton, who 
is in charge of transport at Sandwell 
Council, said she has not received the 
information submitted by Mr Nuttall 
yet, but she will ask her officers to in¬ 
vestigate.

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A PLANNING application sub¬ 
mitted to Wolverhampton Coun¬ 
cil last week sought permission 
for The reconfiguration of exist¬ 
ing signage suite’. Or, in English, 
‘moving the signs outside Mc¬ 
Donalds’.

Having just returned from a 
short break in Holland, three 
things spring to mind. Firstly, 
what a beautiful corner of the 
world it is, with its elegant archi¬ 
tecture, lovingly preserved wind¬ 
mills and scenic canals. 

If only we were half so good 
at making the most of our ca¬ 
nals and old buildings in the 
Black Country, then it would be 
a much better place to live, work 
and shop. 

Secondly, it did strike me how 
absurd it was that it took just 55 
minutes to fly from Birmingham 
to Amsterdam, the journey ends 
up taking more than six hours by 
the time you have negotiated se¬ 
curity and customs at either end, 
found somewhere affordable to 
park, and spent the customary 
half hour haggling with the car 
hire people on arrival. 

But most of all, it struck me 
how terrifying it can be walking 
around otherwise genteel towns 
and cities which have been tak¬ 
en over by militant cyclists. 

It all looks so respectful in Van 
Der Valk, where little old ladies 
in period costume gently amble 
over the bridges, smiling at the 
pedestrians walking by. 

But in reality, they just come 
whizzing at you from all direc¬ 
tions, manically ringing their 
bells to order you out of their 
path. The only thing you can do 
is play hopscotch as you seek to 
avoid one after another. 

And if you’re driving, it is even 
more un-nerving, as they just 
shoot across the road at their 
designated crossing points, 
without giving a second thought 
to what might be coming in their 
direction. Convinced of their 
own invincibility, these people 
never give a second thought to 
the Green Cross code. 

But strangest of all is the zeal 
that people in that country have 
for cycling. To them, particularly 
the young, cycling is not simply 
a hobby or a means of transport, 
it is a way of life that must never 
be questioned. 

Perhaps it is the result of years 
of indoctrination in schools, or 
maybe just something which has 
been ingrained into their culture 
through the centuries. But it 
does serve as a worrying point¬ 
er as to what could happen over 
here in years to come. 

Politicians talk benignly about 
‘the need to encourage cycling’. 

Cycling has its place, and may¬ 
be if more people were encour¬ 
aged to use this means of trans¬ 
port, there could be a reduction 
in congestion on our roads.How- 
ever, if anybody wants to see 
what happens when it is unques- 
tioningly accepted as something 
which should be encouraged at 
all costs, they should go to Am¬ 
sterdam.

A history of the high 


life in Black Country

past of high rise living 

FOR some they are a blot on 
the landscape. 

But, love them, or loathe them, 
tower blocks have been a familiar 
site on the Black Country’s skyline 
for decades and have provided a 
place to call home for thousands of 
people. 

Now a new archive is documenting the 
history of the tower blocks which sprang 
up - and came back down again - since 
1960s onwards. 

The archive has been set up by a group 
called Distinctly Black Country, which 
studies the history of the area. 

Members are appealing for help from 
members of the public to help them col¬ 
late details of the region’s landmarks. 

Paul Quigley, project researcher, said: 
“Council housing is a big part of the 
architecture of the Black Country, but 
there is very little written about it’s his¬ 
tory. They have affected the lives of hun¬ 
dreds of thousands of people who have 
lived there. We are focused on the tower 
blocks of the 1960s at the moment, but 
we are welcoming any help we can get 
from the public.” 

Thirty volunteers have been working 
on the project since autumn last year, 
along with staff based at Wolverhampton 
Art Gallery. 

They have been collecting the materi¬ 
als to go on a website on the subject, as 
well as stories from people whose lives 
are connected to the blocks. 

Their investigations have so far fo¬ 
cused on 20 tower blocks in the centre of 
the Black Country across Bilston, Dar- 
laston, Tipton, Wednesbury, Wednesfield 
and Willenhall. 

Mr Quigley said: “They are quite a 
controversial type of architecture but for 


all their bad points they are still a big 
part of the area. 

“People think that their experience 
in the tower blocks doesn’t mean any¬ 
thing. But what we are trying to say is 
that if you don’t record your memories 
then it is going to be lost forever. 

“It is the sort of thing that future 
generations will be interested in.” 

The work carried out by researchers 
has led to the discovery of maps and 
original planning documents, along 
with the council reports which led to 
the demolition of flats in the region. 


There are also written testimonies 
from former tenants, more than 150 
photographs, and a comprehensive list 
of all 276 tower blocks ever built in the 
Black Country, produced by author 
Miles Glendinning. 

Mr Quigley said there are a wide 
range of interesting items on the web¬ 
site including Butterfield Court in Eves 
Hill, Dudley, which featured on the 
iconic cover of the 1971 Led Zeppelin 
IV album. The flats were home to the 
band’s drummer John Bonham who 
died in 1980. 


Mr Quigley added the archive con¬ 
tained other interesting facts: “There is 
a Wednesfield tenants handbook, which 
also has a ‘care of a bath’ section, which 
we found hilarious. 

“There are also pictures of Grange 
Court, just off the Ring Road in Wol¬ 
verhampton which was described as the 
city’s first high rise.” 

And he went on to add: “Bolton Court 
in Sandwell was called a ‘gateway to the 
town’ meaning Tipton, by the chair of 
housing when it was opened in 1965. It 
became part of the huge demolition pro¬ 
gramme by Sandwell Council, more than 
60 blocks, and now only the car parks 
remain.” 

But while there is already a wide 
range of material for web users to 
browse through, project leaders are now 
on the lookout for further items and sto¬ 
ries to add, as well as new volunteers to 
help with the investigation. 

Mr Quigley said: “The materials we’ve 
found so far provide a great insight into 
the blocks themselves and also the lives 
led within them, but we are always look¬ 
ing to add more to add to the website.” 

One person who is championing the 
positive aspects of high rise life is Dave 
Cocker, who has lived in tower blocks 
for many years, and says he has happy 
memories of the experience. 

He currently resides in Russell Court 
in Graiseley, Wolverhampton, but had 
previously lived in Wesley Court in 
Portobello, Willenhall. He said: “When 
I lived at Wesley Court the community 
spirit was very good. You knew everyone 
on your level, if not the block. We used 
to be quite naughty back then because 
we would go onto the roof and have bar¬ 
becues. We were all adults and we were 
quite safe but we would go up there and 
sunbathe, or read, and just relax.”

“According to the Office for Na¬ 
tional Statistics, unemployment 
in the West Midlands has risen to 
8.2 per cent, can the Chancellor 
explain why?” 

But Mr Osborne said unem¬ 
ployment in Walsall South is 
down 20 per cent and that the 
number of people in work in the 
West Midlands dropped while 
Labour were in power.Mr Os¬ 
borne has plenty of numbers 
at his disposal and they appear 
to be on his side.

New centre opens in 
brave Harry's name 



A new centre opening will be named after Harry Moseley, who died aged 11 


A NEW centre for to allow 
families in the Midlands to 
spend time precious togeth¬ 
er when a loved one is ill has 
opened its doors. 

The facility is named after 
11-year-old Harry Moseley who, 
despite suffering from an inoper¬ 
able brain tumour, raised cash for 
good causes by selling handmade 
bracelets. 

The Harry Moseley Family Centre 
opened last week at Birmingham St 
Mary’s Hospice. 

The £365,000 new centre in his 
name was made possible thanks to 
£103,000 funding from the Help Harry 
Help Others charity which has contin¬ 
ued to raise cash after Harry’s death in 
October 2011. 

It will allow families to stay and 
sleep in the same building when pa¬ 
tients need to stay overnight to help 
control their symptoms, and when 
they are too unwell to be with their 
family at home. 

Ribbon 

The new centre is based in the gar¬ 
den of the hospice, which already cares 
for around 1,000 people a year from 
across Sandwell and Birmingham. 

The hospice helps and supports 
families and loved ones of all ages 
throughout a patient’s illness and 
after bereavement for as long as nec¬ 
essary and is based in Selly Park, Bir¬ 
mingham. 

Georgie Moseley, Harry’s mother, 
cut the ribbon at the opening of the 
new centre, which was attended by her 
son’s charity’s ambassadors, including 
former Villa man Ian Taylor, Heart 
FM DJ Ed James, acting twins James 
and Oliver Phelps - who played the 
Weasleys in the Harry Potter films, 
and Michael Johnson, formerly of Bir¬ 
mingham City. 


She said: “I’m a bit emotional open¬ 
ing this as I know what this centre will 
be used for. I’m glad to be here with 
ambassadors from the Help Harry 
Help Others charity because they were 
his team and they believed in him, and 
I’m glad people believe in me to carry 
on that work.” 


Ed James added: “Harry had such 
an amazing attitude. He never had a 
bad day because he never let anything 
get him down.”

Bombshell from history to mark 
terrifying night of the Zeppelins 


MUCH like a scene out of HG 
Wells’ War of the Worlds - huge 
alien-like, oval-shaped objects 
loomed low over the Black Coun¬ 
try, leaving a deadly trail of fire 
and destruction in their path. 

A closer inspection of the incoming 
Zeppelins would reveal German of¬ 
ficers hanging out and dropping lethal 
bombs over the airship’s two gondolas 
on to homes and factories below. 

An example of what these devices looked 
like was shown at a talk by historian 
Ian Bott at St Bartholemew’s Church in 
Wednesbury. Mr Bott outlined what hap¬ 
pened on that fateful foggy, frosty night on 
January 31 in 1916, when the L21 airship 
and its crew of 16 killed 33 people in Tipton, 
Bradley, Wednesbury and Walsall. 

The accompanying L19 also flew low over 
the Black Country hours later - but fortu¬ 
nately no fatalities were reported. 

It was not the first time the huge airships

had attacked England - but this operation, 
which involved nine of the Zeppelins, was 
the first time they had flown further than 
the east coast. Their mission was to prove 
the airships’ aerial prowess and reach the 
docks of Liverpool and Birkenhead. Poor 
weather was to change all that, scattering 
the airships 70 miles off course. 

Historian Ian Bott said: “There were 
more waterways in Tipton than Ven¬ 
ice - with the large factories and housing 
landscape, it must have looked like they’d 
reached their target.” 

His life-size model of an incendiary bomb 
used by the Germans in the raid took the 
51-year-old historian six weeks to make. 
Using pictures and eyewitness accounts of 
the bombs, Mr Bott believes they were filled 
with explosives including phosphorus and 
strapped with tarred rope. 


He said: “Make no doubt about it, people 
in the Black Country didn’t see this coming. 
There was no blackout in the area because 
the British people believed the Zeppelin 
couldn’t go so far in land.” 

The airship measured 585 feet long and 
61 feet in diameter and was made up of 19 
airtight bags of hydrogen. As the L21 and 
Kapitanleutnant Max Dietrich crept across 
the North Sea, it passed over the Norfolk 
coast at 6.30pm before arriving over Dud¬ 
ley and Tipton. On the captain’s orders, the 
airships crew dropped bombs, with the first 
one falling in the grounds of Dudley Castle 
at 7.45pm. 

Other bombs came down in Waterloo 
Street and Union Street in Tipton. A family 
of five died in one of the houses. In all 14 
people were killed in the town. 

Following the moonlight shining off the 
canals, the Zeppelin next moved on to Brad¬ 
ley, dropping the first of the next series of 
bombs along the Wolverhampton Union 
Canal in the Pothouse Basin, then on to 
canalside cottages before the nearby water 


pumping station and the Old Bush Inn in 
Bradley Lane. Walking nearby the pumping 
station were young couple Frederick and 
Maud Fellows. They both died. 

Devastation was to follow in Wednes¬ 
bury - killing a further 13 people. King 
Street was one of the worst-hit areas, near 
Crown Tubeworks. Resident Jemima Smith 
survived but lost her husband Joseph and 
daughters Nellie, 13, Ina, seven, and son 
Thomas, 11.In Walsall, Wednesbury Road 
Congregational Church was hit, Thomas 
Merrylees, a pedestrian walking past the 
church, died. And a bomb was next dropped 
in Bradford Place, killing three people. Wal¬ 
sall Mayoress Mary Julia Slater was on the 
number 16 tram when the bomb blasted. 
She died a few weeks later on February 20. 

Today, people still pay a keen interest 
in the event. About 100 people, including 
St Bartholomew’s vicar the Rev Tim Vas- 
by-Burnie, turned out for Mr Bott’s talk at 
the church, which raised £560 for a project 
to restore the Woden Window, installed 
there in 1904.

Attacker in 
pub jailed 
for brawl

A MAN who carried out a ‘ferocious’ attack 
during a drunken brawl has been jailed for 
12 months. 

Gregory Sterling, of Anslow Road, West Brom¬ 
wich, admitted assault at Wolverhampton Crown 
Court after headbutting another man at The Turks 
Head, in High Street, Wednesbury. CCTV footage 
was played in the court. ■ by Simon Stone 

It showed the 32-year-old H___ 


head butting the man with 
so much force that he falls 
over himself. 

The two men were argu¬ 
ing in a corridor of the pub 
before Sterling launched 
the attack. The video also 
showed the two men taking 
their coats off before Ster¬ 
ling again punches the man. 

Recorder Anthony Reyn¬ 
olds, who sentenced Ster¬ 
ling, said: “You launched 
a ferocious head butt and 
then punched the man. 

“I don’t know what hap¬ 
pened that day but you were 
very drunk and completely 
over-reacted. You are in 
danger of wasting your life 
in prison. 

Mr Edward Soulsby, pros¬ 
ecuting, said: “The victim 
said he did not start a fight 
with the defendant and that 
it was a totally unprovoked 


attack. He said he has had 
to have dental work done to 
sort out his two front teeth.” 

Mr Soulsby also told the 
court that Sterling had pre¬ 
viously been sentenced to 
eight years in prison in 2002 
and five years in 2007. 

Mr Benjamin Nicholls, for 
Sterling, said: “Something 
must have happened for this 
to happen. There was a good 
deal of verbal argument be¬ 
fore the assault. 

“The pre-sentence report 
shows that Sterling admit¬ 
ted the assault as soon as 
he was arrested. He did not 
attempt to use the provoca¬ 
tion as an excuse.” 

The court heard that 
Sterling had also been found 
in possession of cannabis, 
for which Recorder Reyn¬ 
olds gave him no separate 
penalty.

Plan to sell off site of 
care home is welcomed 


A PROPOSAL to sell off a vandalised patch of 
land in Tipton that was once the site of a care 
home has been welcomed by councillors. 

Plans to sell off the site of the former Glebefields 
Resource Centre, which was a target for vandals and 
thieves, have been received by Sandwell Council. 

The centre in Strathmore Road was demolished and the 
site cleared to make way for a new care home as part of 


a scheme put forward by 
Sandwell Community Car¬ 
ing Trust. 

However, the trust has 
since bought another prop¬ 
erty instead, meaning the 
land is available for the 
council to sell again. 

Councillor Stephen Jones, 
who represents the Princes 
End Ward at Sandwell 
Council, said: “The site has 
been vacant for some time 
now and we have had people 
damaging and stealing the 
fence that surrounds it, as 
well as children playing on 
it. 

“It’s one of a number of 
sites in the Princes End area 
that is in need or redevelop¬ 
ment and we were a little 
disappointed when the work 
on the new care home didn’t 
go ahead.” 

The site was one of the 
three care homes that were 
transferred to Sandwell 
Community Caring Trust. 

The initial contract was 
for Sandwell Community 
Caring Trust to demolish 
the Glebefields Resource 
Centre Care Home and 
build a new care home on 
this site, but a variation in 
the contract saw the trust 
take on an already estab-

lished 60-bed care home in 
Harvest Road, Rowley Regis 
instead at a cost of £4.5 mil¬ 
lion. 

Councillor Jones, who 
is also cabinet member for 
adult social care, said: “We 
welcome anything that will 
bring redevelopment and re¬ 
generation to the area. 

“It’s another site that we 
will be able to take off our 
list of local properties on the 
council’s land bank.” 

He said he would ide¬ 
ally still like to see the site 
turned into a care home as 
was proposed before, but 
would be just as happy if 
the site was redeveloped to 
bring jobs in the area. 

In a report, officers said: 
“The provision for extra 
care within Tipton is very 
high and the additional de¬ 
mand for extra care is not 
sufficient to warrant the 
building of an extra care 
unit on this site. The initial 
proposal was that the land 
would be returned to the 
council in 25 years. This has 
been varied and the land 
is available for now for the 
council to gain a capital re¬ 
ceipt.”

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Plan to give lease of life to 
long-standing social club 


A FORMER long-standing social 
club is to get a new lease of life as 
a business. 

The Red Fort social club on 
Smethwick High Street closed in 
March, having been a pub since at 
least the 1970s, and has been bought 
up by private owners. 

A planning application has now 
been granted by Sandwell Council 
for it to be turned into a unit for 
‘financial and professional services’, 
although it has not been confirmed 
who the ultimate tenant will be. 

Possibilities range from estate 
agencies to betting shops. The own¬ 
ers are now allowed to ready the 
ground floor for new tenants after 
being given permission for it to be 
used for those purposes. 


There is no information as to what 
the upper floors would be used for. 

The Red Ford had been run by 
Bera Mahli for 14 years, before being 
closed on March 24, and had been a 
social club for decades prior. 

Mr Mahli, who also runs The Red 
Cow on Smethwick High Street, 
blamed rising overhead costs and 
the loss of manufacturers nearby for 
a decline in social drinkers. 

He previously said: “The other 
thing that has affected us is the 
cheap beers from the supermarkets 
and the smoking ban. 

“I’ve been running it for the last 
14 years, but been drinking there a 
lot longer than that. 

“And I’m taking all my customers 
to The Red Cow.”

Mercy dash 
resulted 
in tragedy 
for brother 


A MAN was driving at high speed along a 
road in Smethwick to check on his brother in 
hospital when he crashed and suffered fatal 
injuries, a jury has concluded. 

Kevin Burris, aged 29, was behind the wheel of a 
silver Ford Focus heading from Soho Way, Smeth¬ 
wick, towards City Hospital when the smash oc¬ 
curred at around 5am on March 26. 2010. 


Smethwick Coroners 
Court heard Mr Burris’ 
brother, Karl, was in the 
hospital’s intensive care 
unit at the time after being 
stabbed. 

Karl survived but Kevin, 
of Woodland Street, Smeth¬ 
wick, died when the car 
collided with a camera stan¬ 
chion yards from the hospi¬ 
tal. 

Following a three-day 
inquest at Birmingham 
Coroners Court, the jury 
concluded Mr Burris had 
died as the result of an ac¬ 
cident. 

They said he had reacted 
for another car crossing the 
junction with Winson Green 
Road causing the loss of con¬ 
trol. 

The inquest was told 
there had been four people 
inside the car besides Kevin, 
including his other brother 
Kelvin, who all suffered in¬ 
juries at the time but lived. 

The jury also heard police 
in an unmarked BMW po¬ 
lice car had started follow¬ 
ing the vehicle after seeing 
it travelling in the opposite 
direction to them less than 
a minute before the crash 
took place. 

Officers didn’t use blue 
lights while trying to catch 
up with Mr Burris’ car, 
which police said was going 
‘around 80mph’. 

Mr Hossein Zaahir, rep-

resenting Kevin’s mother 
Imogen Brown, suggested 
blue lights should have been 
illuminated, for the safety of 
other road users and to alert 
Kevin to slow down. 

He said West Midlands 
Police’s policy on pursuits, 
which was in place at the 
time, said blue lights should 
be on. 

But Pc Ian Smith, one of 
the officers in the police car, 
said it had not constituted a 
pursuit as guidelines stated 
one only begins if a driver 
does not comply with a di¬ 
rection from the police to 
stop. 

DI Baker said: “In evi¬ 
dence Pc Ian Adams, who 
was driving the police car, 
said he believed those in the 
Ford Focus were not even 
aware of their presence. 

“If we accept their ac¬ 
count it would not fall into 
the definition of a pursuit 
under the Association of 
Chief Police Officers guide¬ 
lines.” 

Mr Burris died of crush 
injuries. 

The conclusion given was 
Mr Burris had been ‘driving 
very fast in order to check 
on brother in hospital and 
reacted to another car cross¬ 
ing the junction with Win- 
son Green Road by steering 
right’.

Nurse who followed 
in mother's footsteps 


BEING a staff nurse is a chal¬ 
lenging and demanding role. 
Balancing that while raising 
three children is even hard¬ 
er. Yet this is something that 
Tsitsi Banza excels at. 

Tsitsi, aged 40, from West Brom¬ 
wich, has been nursing since 1998, 
and has worked for Sandwell and 
West Birmingham Hospitals NHS 
Trust since 2001, when she moved 
over from Zimbabwe. 

She said: “I always wanted to be a 
nurse, even when I was a child. 

“My mum was a nurse, and seeing 
her in action really inspired me to fol¬ 
low her into nursing.” 

Tsitsi balances her home life with 
husband Paul and her three children 
aged six, 13 and 20, with working 
nights on D25 at City Hospital - a 
short stay surgical ward. 

Observations 

Patients rarely stay on this ward 
longer than 72 hours, yet Tsitsi, while 
doing her ward observations, finds 
time to interact and get to know pa¬ 
tients. 

On NHS Change day in March, the 
Trust made an organisational pledge 
to adopt Dr Kate Granger’s ‘Hello my 
name is...’ campaign across the Trust 
with every contact made starting with 
hello and a first name introduction. 

Tsitsi was already ahead of the game 
as she explained: “I have always intro¬ 
duced myself to patients and enjoy 
conversations with them, as it helps 
them to feel more comfortable and by 
learning a little about them I can un¬ 
derstand their needs better. 

“I enjoy helping patients and seeing 
a change in them. 

“When they come in some are very 
ill and it is fantastic to help make 
them feel better.” 


NHS HEROES 


ONCE again we focus some 
of our time on the quiet 
heroes from a wide variety of 
backgrounds, doing a wide 
variety of jobs, in one of the 
Black Country’s largest NHS 
organisations - Sandwell and 
West Birmingham Hospitals 
NHS Trust.

“She was awarded a certificate and 
badge by our Chief Nurse Colin Oving- 
ton to acknowledge this achievement.” 

Tsitsi said: “I would like to thank 
the lord for keeping me healthy. If I 
had been ill I would not have come in, 
but I have felt well over the last five 
years.” 

“I want to continue with the work 


that I do, as I love helping patients and 
nursing them back to health.” 

When asked who inspires her, Tsitsi 
named one of her fellow colleagues, 
who was awarded ‘Employee of the 
Year’ in the Trust’s annual award cer¬ 
emony last October. 

“Angela Hook, our ward clerk in¬ 
spires me. She is always there to help 
everyone. She is very caring and sup¬ 
portive, both to our patients and col¬ 
leagues. 

“She certainly deserves her title.” 

Away from work, Tsitsi spends a lot 
of her time with her family, but also 
enjoys catching up with her mum, who 
still lives in Zimbabwe. 

From two generations of nurses, 
there may well be a third if one of Tsit- 
si’s children decides to follow in mum 
(and gran’s) footsteps.

Interviews due 
for head’s job 

INTERVIEWS will be held later this month 
for the new headteacher’s role at an out¬ 
standing academy school whose current 
chief was appointed one of a new group of 
education watchdogs.

Lack of guidance for police 
chief role sparks criticism 


THE new wave of elected police 
chiefs were given a ‘ridiculous’ lack 
of information to help them do the 
job effectively, the one chosen for 
the West Midlands has said. 

Bob Jones believes he has had an easier 
time than others in taking over responsi¬ 
bility for setting the force budget because 
he was on the old police authority that was 
scrapped to make way for his role. 

But the Labour police and crime commis¬ 
sioner (PCC), one of dozens elected across the

country in 2012, believes others were left to fend 
for themselves with just four days to prepare. 

He spoke as an influential committee of MPs 
said commissioners were ‘on probation’ and had 
failed to get through to the public. 

When they were first elected just 15 per cent 
of the population even bothered to vote. Prime 
Minister David Cameron wanted them to re¬ 
place police authorities and make forces more 
accountable to the public. 

But some commissioners have faced claims of 
nepotism when appointing colleagues. 


Mr Jones, who was a councillor in Wolver¬ 
hampton for many years, was always opposed 
to the idea of PCCs, deciding to run for the role 
himself because he saw accountability as ‘cru¬ 
cial’, even though he thought the model was 
‘extremely risky’. 

Mr Jones said: “I came into the job with 
a background of having been a chairman of a 
police authority, so I was reasonably well in¬ 
formed. 

“Others are coming into the position without 
this type of background. To have a four day 
handover period is absolutely ridiculous.”

“Tenants are reluctant to speak to us and as¬ 
sist police with inquiries.” 

A meeting took place on Friday to which 
Sandwell Council representatives, private land- 


vited. 

The aim is to encourage residents to raise any 
concerns they have with the relevant agencies in 
confidence, so an action plan can be developed 
for improvements on the estate. 

Sgt Archer added: “We will then knock on 
every flat on the estate giving them the opportu¬ 
nity to chat in confidence with any of the part¬ 
ners that attend.” 

She also said that it would remain at the top 
of the police’s agenda in the neighbourhood, 
and the level of patrols around the area would 
be maintained in order to deter any would-be 
criminals.

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Second City tunnels 
to close for six weeks 


HOLIDAY CAMPS 



WEEKS of closures of two of 
Birmingham city centre’s tun¬ 
nels will begin in July. 

The work is needed to replace 
behind-the-scenes technology 
which has been there since they 
opened, say bosses. 

The second phase of the refurbish¬ 
ment of the St Chad’s and Queensway 
tunnels through the city will mean the 
route is closed to all traffic from 10pm 
on July 18 until 6am on September 1. 

Two weeks of overnight closures, 
from 10pm-6am, will be needed be¬ 
forehand and a further four weeks of 
similar closures will then be in place. 

Between 75,000 and 85,000 vehi¬ 
cles use the tunnels every day. During 
similar closures to the route last sum¬ 
mer, more than 200,000 extra journeys 
were made on public transport as mo¬ 
torists could not use the tunnels. 

Bosses say they will need commuters 
to make the same sacrifice again from 
July as the works cannot be avoided. 

Standards 

Transport chiefs say the overhaul is 
needed to install live traffic monitor¬ 
ing equipment, which will allow bosses 
to respond quicker to any accidents 
inside tunnels and avoid the familiar 
knock-on effect of long queues on the 
Aston Expressway and from the M6 
motorway. 

Electricity supplies first installed in 
the 1960s and untouched since, also 
need to be brought up to the latest Eu¬ 
ropean standards. 

Jet fans will meanwhile be installed 
through the lining of the tunnels to 
ventilate car emissions. 

That will be the most noticeable 
change visible to motorists after the 
work is completed as most of the im¬ 
provements are behind the scenes and 
walls of the tunnels themselves. 

The live traffic monitoring will 
detect any delays via a network of 
cameras and sensors which feed into

a centre at Lancaster Circus. It will 
allow for electronic messages to be 
sent to drivers in the event of an ac¬ 
cident, linked into traffic bulletins. 
Technology is being installed to allow 
for live traffic information to interrupt 
car radios and inform drivers as soon 
as accidents happen. 


Eddie Fellows is the highways net¬ 
work manager for Amey, which has 
a 25-year contract to look after roads 
for the council. He said: “A large pro¬ 
portion of incidents happen inside the 
tunnels, we know. They have an effect 
on traffic flow so this will enable us to 
detect them sooner and respond.”

A history of 
the Bodfish 
family tree 


MY TIME OVER 50S 


THE April meeting com¬ 
menced with a talk from 
Mary Bodfish entitled “Sin¬ 
gularities of Bodfish”. 

This talk was all about 
the Bodfish family tree. As 
a teenager Mary was shown 
four marriage certificates by 
her father, the earliest being 
the wedding in 1838 in Tad- 
marton near Banbury, of 
her great great grandfa¬ 
ther John Bodfish. As a re¬ 
sult, Mary was completely 
hooked on researching her 
family tree. 

She went further back 
in time following the name 
back to Northamptonshire. 
In the 1980s Mary was 
contacted by Ralph Bodfish 
from California who was 
looking to link the Ameri¬ 
can Bodfishes to the English 
line. A Robert Bodfish had 
emigrated to Massachusetts 
a short time after the May¬ 
flower had landed. 

The family name gradu¬ 
ally spread across America 
to California, with a Bodfish 
Park in Barnstable, Mas¬ 
sachusetts, and a Bodfish 
town in California. The 
name even migrated north 
with the whaling fleet into 
Alaska. 

Mary’s research shows 
that anyone, anywhere with 
the Bodfish name is from 
the one English family. 

The Bodfish name has 
also been found in Maccles¬ 
field taking the name back 
to the 12th century. 

Thanks were given to 
Mary for such an interesting 
talk and introducing some 
very entertaining ancestors.

Make a note to tune 
in to tonight's contest 


B lue, Engelbert Humperdinck, 
Bonnie Tyler - over the last few 
years, the UK has sent some 
pretty big names to Eurovision. And 
let’s be honest, the results have been 
underwhelming. 

So, this year it seems the powers- 
that-be have taken a different 
approach, and picked a rising star 
instead, in the form of Molly and her 
song Children of the Universe. 

Not that the singer, whose full 
name is Molly Smitten-Downes, is a 
total novice when it comes to 
performing in musical competitions. 

In 2012, she picked up the Best 
Urban/Pop Act prize at Live and 
Unsigned, and in 2013 won Best 
Song at the Best of British Unsigned 
Music Awards. 

However, she admits Eurovision is 
in a slightly different league. 

She says: “Oh, hands down it is 
the biggest audience I’ll ever have 
performed in front of - I don’t think it 
really gets much bigger as a 
platform, performing to so many 
people across a whole continent. 

“The biggest audience I’ve ever 
performed to would probably be a 


festival size - about 25,000 people - 
so with regard to the arena, I’ve done 
bigger, but with regard to the 180 
million watching at home... it’s 
almost impossible to get my head 
round that! 

But she’s trying not to let it faze 
her. “I suppose there is a positive 
sort of pressure as the first of a new 
kind of artist being chosen to 
represent the UK. This contest can 
be such a great platform for a new 
artist, it would be great if it came to 
be seen as a positive opportunity in 
the future. There is pressure, but 
nothing that isn’t healthy.” 

In fact, she’s hoping that she can 
even change the way a few people 
think about the contest. 

“There is a stigma around 
Eurovision, it would be foolish not to 
realise that, but there are great acts 
that come through the contest - like 
[2012 Swedish winner] Loreen - and 
at heart it’s a songwriters’ 
competition, so you’re always going 
to get some genuinely great music in 
the mix. 

‘That’s what I’m doing it for - I’d 
like to have a career as a songwriter 


and where else am I going to get an 
opportunity for 180 million people to 
hear my work? How do you top that?” 

In fact, she’s so excited about the 
competition, it seems she’s not even 
listening to the cynics who claim that 
it doesn’t matter who the UK send 
because no one will vote for us 
anyway, 

“This is all new to me, but I’d like to 
think that if the competition is based 
on the song, and if the people of 
Europe think my song is the best, 
then yes - I definitely think we can 
do well.” 

But as she takes the stage in 
Copenhagen, Denmark, the 
competition is going to be tough, 
especially when she’s up against the 
host nation’s Basim, German trio 
Elaiza, France’s Twin Twin, and 
Spain’s Ruth Lorenzo, who British 
viewers may recognise from The X 
Factor. 

Although the most eye-catching 
entrant may be Austria’s bearded 
drag artist Conchita Wurst, who 
should definitely give commentator 
Graham Norton something to talk 
about...

Marking 30th 
anniversary 
of popular 
SEAT Ibiza 

By Sharon Walters 


This week it is 30 years since the very first 
Ibiza rolled off the production line in SEAT’S 
Zona Franca factory. 

Since that day, the Ibiza has remained SEAT’S most 
iconic and popular car, with sales approaching five 
million across three decades and four generations. 

The car was a game-changer for SEAT, the first designed 
and developed completely by the Spanish company from 
start to finish - with a little help from some friends. Namely, 
collaborations with Giorgetto Giugiaro’s Italdesign design 
company, coachbuilder Karmann, and Porsche helped 
make the Ibiza a truly cutting-edge small car, and the foun¬ 
dation of 30 years of ongoing success. 

The very embodiment of the Spain of the ‘80s, the first 
SEAT Ibiza was ambitious, dynamic and ground-breaking. 
Its name, taken from the Mediterranean island, reinforced 
the exotic image given to it by virtue of its Spanish roots. 

The backdrop chosen for the world premiere of the SEAT 
Ibiza was the prestigious Paris Motor Show in 1984, and 
from then on the car has gone from strength to strength, 
achieving success both in its domestic market and abroad, 
with almost seven of every ten produced exported; 69 per 
cent of 5,000,000 total Ibiza production has been exported 
to more than 75 countries worldwide. 

The most important markets for the Ibiza during the early 
years were Italy, France, Germany, United Kingdom, Portu¬ 
gal and Mexico, in addition to Spain. 

SEAT will celebrate this resounding and continued suc¬ 
cess with the launch of a 30th anniversary model, set to go 
on sale in June. 

SEAT ended the ‘80s with production and sales records, 
and became a member of the Volkswagen Group. Until 
1993 the brand’s activity had been concentrated in the Bar¬ 
celona Zona Franca, but its membership of a new group, 
the success of its new models, and the need to increase 
production meant that a new industrial production complex 
was required. SEAT would be provided with a new modern 
factory next to its technical centre in Martorell, opened in 
1991. 

The second-generation Ibiza would be the first vehicle 
built at SEAT’S new Martorell production facility. More than 
that, the establishment of the new factory would give rise to 
the creation of a suppliers’ industrial estate, which at that 
time comprised 20 companies. 

Today Martorell remains one of the most modern and flex¬ 
ible factories in Europe, its international standing attested 
to when SEAT received the ‘Automotive Lean Production’ 
award. Almost 700 Ibiza vehicles are built every day on Mar- 
torell’s Line 1, employing around 1,600 people directly; all 
told, SEAT generates direct and indirect employment for ap¬ 
proximately 70,000 families. 

Distinguished 

The Ibiza is 100 per cent SEAT, since it was the first vehi¬ 
cle designed and developed in its entirety by the company. 
Design has always formed part of the Spanish brand’s DNA, 
and in the case of the Ibiza the four generations have borne 
the hallmark of distinguished names in the field of automo¬ 
tive design. 

For the first generation of the Ibiza (1984-1993), SEAT 
collaborated with Italdesign, the company of world famous 
Italian designer Giorgetto Giugiaro, with Karmann for the de¬ 
velopment of the bodywork, and Porsche for the technology 
of the ‘System Porsche’ engines. 

There was a clear aesthetic leap in the second generation 
(1993-2002), which again bore the hallmark of Giugiaro. The 
lines were rounded and aerodynamic, and the car given a 
level of equipment and mechanical sophistication that were 
in those days normally only found in cars in the segments 
above. 

Italian designer Walter de’Silva, the current head of de¬ 
sign at the Volkswagen Group, was responsible for the out¬ 
line of the third-generation Ibiza (2002-2008), which took 
another step forward in manufacture quality, engine range 
and dynamic performance. Walter de’Silva introduced more 
attractive aesthetics, while the car’s dynamic prowess took 
another leap forward thanks to the ‘Agile Chassis’ concept 
developed by SEAT’S technical centre in Martorell. 

The current generation of the Ibiza (2008 onwards) is the 
work of Luc Donckerwolke, head of design at SEAT in 2008 
and formerly of Lamborghini. The concept of ‘Arrow Design’ 
was introduced with the 2008 Ibiza, resulting in a car distinc¬ 
tively sportier than its predecessors.The first SEAT Ibiza with 
a clear sports calling was the SXI with a 100 PS engine, the 
forerunner of the current Cupra and FR versions. In 1996, 
the company presented the Cupra version, with a 2.0-litre 
150 PS engine, offering outstanding performance and a dis¬ 
tinctly sporty image. 

The Ibiza Kit Car was a much-awaited launch, with which 
SEAT achieved a brilliant triumph in the FIA 2.0-litre World 
Rally Championships - a success that was repeated in 1997 
and 1998.

Season 'just 
a shambles'

The pair are set for crunch talks to de¬ 
cide on Mel’s future after his turbulent 
Hawthorns reign delivered Premier League 
safety.

But ob¬ 
viously the No.l goal is not to be fighting 
relegation. We need to be very clear about 
how we want to move forward in the future, 
we don’t want to improvise. 

“We need to have a clear strategy of how 


to move forward in the future. I want to lis¬ 
ten to the board and chairman about their 
plans. We cannot arrive at the end of next 
season with the fear of relegation. We need 
to be looking higher than that and in order 
to do that we need to put a very strong team 
together.” 

Mel is reportedly attracting interest from 
La Liga club Malaga, who could offer him a 
return to Spain. But he insists he will not 
consider other offers until he has resolved 
his future with Albion. He said: “There are 
many reasons why I want to stay. The club 
has shown me we have the possibility we 


can work together and the fans have shown 
they have taken to me. 

“The maximum respect I owe to West 
Brom is to speak to them first. Until I have 
spoken to West Brom no other clubs exist 
to me. 

“The first thing I need to resolve is many 
players are finishing their contracts here. 
Maybe the club has different ideas from my 
own ideas. 

“If we want to be an ambitious club and 
not be in danger next season. We need to 
have a plan for the future and have a very 
strong side for next year.” 


ESCAPE BUT NOT 
GREAT FOR ALBION 


Arsenal 1 Albion 0 

IT was a fitting way for Albion’s sur¬ 
vival fight to conclude. They came up 
short, their fans stuck with them and 
other teams did the job for them. 

With their team coach on the Ml home from 
the Emirates Stadium, Albion completed their 
escape. But there was nothing great about it. 


The display summed up 
an insipid season of un¬ 
der-achievement. 

They avoided humili¬ 
ation at the hands of an 
in-form Arsenal side and 
then watched their Premier 
League futures effectively 
secured for next season as 
Norwich failed in their un¬ 
likely bid to topple Chelsea 
at Stamford Bridge.

Talented 

Losing 1-0 at the Emir¬ 
ates is hardly a reason to 
castigate Pepe Mel and his 
players.

Giroud headed the Gunners 
ahead and it rarely looked in 
doubt despite a second-half 
display from Albion that 
had Mel claiming, rather 
optimistically, that his team 
had done enough to earn a 
share of spoils. 

On another day, perhaps, 
one of the half-chances that

fell their way after the break 
might have turned into a 
goal and taken them to 37 
points. 

In reality, however, they 
never forced the Gunners 
to display the full extent of 
their talents as Wenger’s 
men strolled to victory in 
second and third gear. 

Only periodically did the 
Baggies make life uncom¬ 
fortable for their hosts in 
possession and even rarer 
were genuine moments of 
penetration. 

It was a day with occa¬ 
sional reasons for hope but 
one which ultimately saw 
them fall short of what was 
required. And so, it was 
much like their season. 

There were moments of 
mild excitement in the first 
half and a goal for Arsenal 
of which the Baggies will not 
be proud. 

But for the most part if 
felt like a testimonial; a 
clash between a Gunners 
side who knew they were 
secure in the top four and 
an Albion outfit who fully 
expected Chelsea to do them 
a favour by beating Norwich 
later in the day. 

The ultimate punishment 
has been avoided, but with

FA is in 
talks on 
B teams 

THE FA are to discuss rad¬ 
ical proposals for a new 
competition which would 
see Premier League and 
Championship clubs field B 
teams. 

It has been suggested 
the teams could play in a 
league sandwiched between 
League Two and the Confer¬ 
ence, while another option 
is to merge League Two and 
the Conference with the B 
teams to form two regional 
leagues. 

The proposals are part of 
FA chairman Greg Dyke’s 
commission on the future 
of the national team and 
are set to be discussed this 
week. It is understood Pre¬ 
mier League and Football 
League clubs are broadly 
in favour of the B team 
concept, which would be 
predominantly made up of 
home-grown players, but 
have reservations about 
how it might fit into the 
pyramid and the knock-on 
effects to other leagues and 
competitions. 

One question is whether 
current League Two clubs 
would be relegated into the 
Conference or the new B 
team league if they went 
down. The other difficult 
issue is how far B teams 
could be promoted.
